If this election carries it will mean the additional levy of about 14 cents on the $ lo o valuation of property. 
The farmer who renders his farm at S i ,600 for taxation would thus be called upon to pay the sum of $2.24 
annually for the construction of this great highway, which would be equal to the best in Texas.
